§ 18360.2. Penalties in Streamline Cases. 2 

 Streamline penalty stipulations are approved by the Chief of Enforcement and are 3 

reported to the Commission for discussion only before they are executed. The Chief of 4 

Enforcement will include those stipulations in the next Commission agenda, as a part of the 5 

Executive Staff Report. The Enforcement Division has the discretion to exclude violation that 6 

caused minimal public harm when the total penalty meets or exceeds the total amount raised or 7 

spent by the filer, the total penalty exceeds the amount that would be paid in a Mainline 8 

Stipulation, lack of experience or knowledge of the Act’s requirements and caused multiple 9 

violations with minimal public harm that were corrected upon contact, or the committee raised 10 

and spent less than $10,000. After the close of the hearing, the Chief of Enforcement may 11 

execute all or any of the streamline penalty stipulations, at his or her discretion. 12 

 Penalties in streamline cases are not to exceed the prescribed maximum fine amount per 13 

violation found in Government Code Section 83116, subdivision (c).
